AN EXPLOSION IN BIRMINGHAM 


Greet Damage. 

BmMinGHaM, Ala., July 31,—[Special.}]— 
At 11:30 o’clock last night the alarm of fire 
was sounded, and in less than one minute at- 
terward a tremendous explosion shook the 
whole city. The fire was in the freight depot 
of the Alabama Great Southern railroad, near 
the heart of the city. The explosion was 
caused by the igniting of fifty kegs of powder, 
which had been received and stored yesterday. 
The building was blown wide open from end 
to end, and only @ two-story brick office at one 
end was left standing. 

The night watchman had just been his 
rounds and finding all{right, started across 
the street to lunch. Only one person, Claim 
Clerk Dalbay wasin the building, and he was 
blown out of bed. Two suspicious characters 
were seen around the building earlier in the 
night and driven away, and it is believed they 
set fire to the depot near the place where the 
powder was stored, Fire followed the explo- 
sion, and what was left was burned except the 
office. 

The force was terrific, shattering cars on a 
sidetrack fifty yards away. An iron safe on 
hand was laid wide open. Houses were 
shaken in the suburbs over two miles away 
and thousands of windows were knocked, out 
of buildings in every direction for five blocks. 
The loss is $8,000 on freight and as much more 
on the building and cars sidetracked. 

No one was injured except one man four 
blocks up town, on whose leg a broken plate 
glass window fell.

“A citizen of Athens tells us this, and he is 
a gentleman of undonbted veracity. The 
names of the parents and the place where they 
reside are not given, as they are sensitive upon 
the subject. 

“This curious freak of nature is suggested at 
present bya story going the rounds of the 
press concerning a woman in New York grad- 
ually becoming ossified. She noticed the ends 
of her fingers becoming stiffened, and one day 
knocked one of her fingers against a table and 
broke off the end joint. It was a solid bone 
and very brittle. Her nose and 
feet are now turning to bone. 

„On the other hand, here is a human being 
without a bone in its boty. If the former is 
a curiosity, what must be this latter? 

“The child in question was born without any 
bones in its body, and has lived until now it is 
eleven years old. It has never grown to any 
appreciable size, and, although eleven years 
old, is not much larger than it was when born. 
It has never talked, and consequently takes 
no notice of ite surroundings. 

“Necessarily it is a hard thing to keep it 
alive, but its parents are very devoted to. it, 
and some one stays by it constantly to feed it 
on milk and water. It is necessary to give it 
milk or water almost every fifteen minutes.

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Bimetallism the Only Safe Policy. 

‘The Boston Globe, which is printed in 
the very m‘cst of what it happily terms the 
goldolators, calls attention to a fact which 
ought to be of more profound interest to the 
monometallists than the proposition to restore 
silver to its old place in our currency. ‘‘We 
recently had occasion to remark,“ says The 
Globe, that it is impossible to keep up the 
gold basis without the gold, and that the 
supply of this metal relative to the increas- 
ing demand is constantly diminishing. 
Though the goldolators may deeply regret 
it, the gold god is compelled to bow to 
the law of\supply and demand.“ 

That is ‘one important truth. Here is 
another of even more importance. Gold, 
says The Globe, is very rapidly flowing out 
of the country, and what there is left is 
nominally kept at par by silver certificates. 
Gold is always ready to lean on silver or its 
voucher in an emergency, but puts on the 
airs of an exclusive aristocrat when invited 
to return the compliment. 

The truth is, the value of gold has gone 
far above the requirements of a money 
standard, and it is this fact that helps to 
pinch and oppress the people of the country. 
As silver has been depreciated by the policy 
which has demonetized it, so gold has appre- 
ciated and is constantly increasing in value 
as the result of the world’s policy to make it 
the sole standard and measure of value. Its 
value has already passed beyond that which 
is either necessary or desirable in a true 
money standard. 

With bimetallism—the free coinage of gold 
and silver—the United States would be able 
to maintain their prestige and prosperity in 
the face of all emergencies. It was never 


supposed nor intended that bimetallism would _ 
keep both metals exactly at par with each 
other. No currency scheme can prevent 
fluctuations in the two metals for the reason 
that the human mind cannot foresee or fore- 
tell what emergencies may arise to increase 
the demand for one metal or the other. It 
is the function of bimetallism to act asa 
check and balance on the two metals. When, 


as has frequently happened, silver becomes 


more valuable than gold, then bimetallism 
makes gold the standard of value, and it 
remains as such until silver returns to the 
level. On the other hand, when the value 
of gold goes beyond the true money standard, 
silver takes its place as the standard of 
value. 

It is said by monometallists that if our 
mints were to be opened to the free coinage 
of silver, that metal would take the place of 
gold as the measure of value, and we should 
have a single silver standard. That is not 
only true, but it ought to be true. We 
should have the silver standard temporarily, 
but not the single silver standard. The 
value of gold is now abnormally above the 
true money standard, but the moment that 
it ceased to be the sole standard of value, its 
tendency would be to depreciate until it 
found the safe and proper level, which is 
bimetallism. 

The monometallists and money sharks no 
doubt think they are frightening the public 
when they cry that the free coinage of silver 
will establish the silver standard. Thought- 
ful people behold in this fact a measure of 
relief to be welcomed, Itis precisely what 
is needed to lift the people of this country 
beyond the emergencies that now threaten, 
and to restore buginess to its normal con- 
ditions of prosperity. ° ö 

We cannot pursue the fleeing gold god 
too far; he will lead us into fastnesses from 
which there is no escape. We have reached 
a point where to follow him farther means 
ruin and bankruptcy. Let us tie a silver 
shackle around his imperial shins and com- 
pel him to do business at the old stand. 


A Remarkable Business Career.

Although barely forty-two at the time of 
his death, he left $1,000,000, made in a busi- 
ness started by him atthe age of twenty 
with only $150 capital.

The Ohio Contest. 

The enthusiasm of Governor Campbell, of 
Ohio, will stand for a good deal in the 
campaign of that state. It is the enthusi- 
asm ofa man who, knowing he is right, 
feels victory in the air. It was these qual- 
ities of enthusiasm and confidence that 
made his last canvassa notable one, His 
glowing energy and zea] ran Foraker off the 
stump, and made the result a personal as 
well as a political success. 

Governor Campbell is more enthusiastic 
and confident now than he was in 1889, 
He is eager for the fray, and while he be- 
littles neither his opponents nor the char- 
acter of the campaign which they propose 
to carry on, he understands the people well 
enough to know that they will respond 
readily tothe demands made in the demo- 
cratic platform. The governor understands 
perfectly well that he is about to enter on 
the most notable state campaign that has 
taken place in the history of the country. 
It is the preliminary struggle of the contest 
of 1892. All the local issues have been laid 
aside, and the national issues are to be 
fought out within the state lines. 

The republicans understand this perfectly 
well, Even on ordinary occasions they never 
make the mistake of underrating the import- 
ance of results. The machinery of their or- 
ganization is sensitive enough to adjust 
itself to the most unpromising events. 

This being the case, we may look for the 
republican campaign in Ohio to be manipu- 
lated and directed by the most adroit profes- 
sionals in the country. There will be no 
lack of boodle for campaign funds, and no 
element by which the republicans have here- 
tofore won success will be lacking. 

We do not know what the democrats out- 
side of Ohio propose to do, but it seems to 
us that those who are supposed to have the 
management of the organization cannot bet- 
ter perform the delicate duties entrusted 
to them than by taking a lively and a prac- 
tical interest in the resultin Ohio. We 
have observed that when the democratic 
national committee is not asleep it is out of 
reach, especially in off years; but surely 
this year ought to be an exception. The 
commfttee should recognize the importance 
of the campaign in Ohio and rise, as it were, 
to the occasion. 

On that small theater the national issues 
are to be fought out, and the party that 
wins will enter the campaign of 1892. with 
reasonable assurances of success. Circum- 
stances and precedents are all against the 
democrats. Ohio has heretofore been an 
undoubted republican state, and that party 
has the prestige of victory in almost every 
instance where the party lines have been 
drawn. . Nevertheless the present contest 
is full oF promise to the democrats. “They 
represent the popular protest against the 
vicious republican legislation that has made 
the people the victims of the money power, 
and of the trusts and combines. They rep- 
resent the popular protest against the un- 
just taxation imposed on the people by the 
McKinley bill. The democrats have for 
their leader, too, a man whois sure of his 
cause, and who is possessed with the en- 
thusiasm of victory. _ 


Many Will Mourn Him. 

In the death of Mr. W. A. Moore, At- 
lanta loses not only a merchant prince, but 
a model citizen and a goodman, whose 
Christian virtues made him beloved by all 
who knew him. 

Mr. Moore’s career was doubtless just 

what he desired it to be. It was one of 
progress, development and upbuilding. He 
was one of the first to come to Atlanta after 
the war. Hehad faith in the apparently 
ruined city, and our people had faith in him. 
Vigtually, he was the pioneer-of the city’s 
large jobbing business. The two immense 
buildings erected by the firm of Moore, 
Marsh & Co., now occupied by them and 
the firm of Draper, Moore & Co., were the 
first experiments in the shape of such mam- 
moth buildings in Atlanta, 
Our readers are familiar with the main 
points in the busy life of this enterprising 
and upright merchant. He resembled the 
old-fashioned business men of the better 
days of the republic, in the honest pride he 
felt in his occupation, and in his rigid ideas 
of mercantile honor. He never sought a 
conspicuous place, orany kind of publicity, 
but his love for his family and friends, and 
his kindly interest in those around him, 
naturaily drew others to him and won their 
affectionate regard. His great abilities were 
always directed in a channel caleulated to 
advance the interests of the community, 
and he lived up to his high standard of 
commercial ethics without antagonizing 
others. 

The loss of such a man cannot fail to be 
sensibly felt foralong time to come out- 
side of his loving family circle, in that 
wider circle of enterprise in whith he was 
from first to last a potential factor. *

| DAY AT DOUGLASVILLE. 


An Historic Flag—The Constitution’s Cannon 
Turns Up—Officers Elected—Speeches 
by Neted Veterans. 


The veterans of the Thirtieth Georgia regi- 
ment held a glorious reunion at Douglasville 

No Georgia regiment showed a braver front 
during the war than the “Bloody Thirtieth.” 
They participated in many of the bloodiest en- 
gagements of the great civil war, and led by 
the gallant ex-Governor Boynton, did noble 
service for the confederacy. So bloody have 
been the battles in which they have engaged, 
and so terrible was the less of men they sus 
tained, that for twenty-eight years this regi- 
ment has been known as the “Bloody Thir- 
tieth.“ 

The Atlanta contingent left the city at 8 
o’clock on a special train yesterday morning. 
Arrived at Douglasville, the veterans formed 
and marched to the college hall shortly after. 

At the college hall a vast audience of vet- 
erans and visitors had assembled, and were 
called to order,by Hon. T. A. Ward, president 
of the surviving veterans’ organization. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. Elam Christian. 

Professor Calloway then weloomed the vet- 
erans in a short speech, in which he referred 
to the glorious record of the regiment. 

COLONEL BOYNTON’S SPEECH. 

Ex-Governor James S. Boynton responded 
in behalf of the regiment. He related its 
history from its organization at Fairburn, in 
1861, to the close at Nashville. He recounted 
in thrilling language the hardships and 
trials of the regiment in Mississippi, 
the part it took in the great battle 
of Chickamauga and the battles 
of Franklin, Kennesaw, Atlanta, Jonesboro, 
Decatur and other famous battles. 

He related many touching incidents which 
he had witnessed. and in which members of 
his regiment had n gured. His eloquent words 
and the pathetic pictures that he painted 
brought tears to the eyes of his hearers. 

He paid a glowing tribute to the heroic dead 
and closed by saying that the members of the 
“Bloody Thirtieth’’ had been as brave in 
peace as in war. 

JUDGE RODGERS SPEAKS. 

Judge Robert L. Rodgers followed Colonel 
Boynton with a fine address. He made a 
notable plea for the soldier’s home and said 
it was the bounden duty of the. state to care 
for her infirm and disabled soldiers. 

His speech was a-splendid one and was fre- 
quently greeted with applause. 

The next speaker was Colonel Joe S. James. 
He made a short address, filled with praise for 
tho veterans. His speech was well received. 

Dinner was then announced, and the fair 
ladies of Douglasville spread before the veterans 
a magnificent feast,in violent contrast with the 
prison fare which many of the survivors of the 
Thirtieth had had at Rock Island and other 
prisons, where they had been confined. 

They did full justice to the tempting viands, 
it is need less to add. 

Upon the reassembling of the regiment in 
the college hall, Hon. T. A. Ward, of Henry, 
was elected president; and A. P. Adamson 
was elected secretary. These are the officers 
of the regiment.

, buyers with patience are certain to reap large profits.
